Daring his two years 
la ths state legislature Maurer 
proved a bulwark against the 
spread of this form of legal sub- 
fugatloa of a free people to other 
Mates 

Bat the long struggle has not been 

on. Remember Weat Virginia,

_tate legislatures this winter, the 
employing intereata will be more 
active than ever attempting to 
legalise an anti-labor army of mur- 
derers under the more dignified 
aama of "State Constabulary". 
Only Socialists will oppose this 
Invasion of human rights.

Within 10 years a eosen states 
will have strong Cossack companies, 
aad regiments — like Peanaylvanla at 
present— ready to rush swiftly to any 
part of the atate to trample down, 
shoot and aabre men on atrike for 
more bread; yea, within much leaa 
thaa 10 yean, unleaa the working 
class of this country rouse and rise 
st onco In vigorous, cancerted op- 
poeltlon to the mllltla— cavalry move- 
ment. 

Education, understanding, light, on 
thla subject — this end thla, only, 
III prevent the creation Immedi- 
ately of many reglmenta of Coaaacka 
In the service of the employers 
sgslnst the tollers. 

A Stats Cossack force Is unques- 
tionably the nest stsp of the shrewd, 
ruthless aad determined employer 
•lass. Powerful capitalist news- 
papers, hundreds of them are now. 
editorially, praising, advising ura> 
log the formation of %-ensUhulary 
fores*. 

For example. The New York 
Tribuae: 

"The ferllllant secrets of the 
Peanaylvanla Constabulary shows 
whst csn be dona fey a very email 
body of disciplined, mouated state 
police. 

"They meaa business, and the die- 
orderly elements, (desperately hun- 
gry strikers) take mors chances with 
them then thsy would take with 
United Statea regulars Time aad 
again M to 100 troopers ot ths 
Peanaylvanla Constabulary have 
done what It need to takes couple of 
regiments to do In the trouble-breed- 
ing coal mlalag districts Ths crea- 
tloa hare (la New York atate) of a 
body of mounted 8tate Police, like 
Peaasylvaala'a would be a long atep 
In the direction of efficiency? 

Aad that la the cunning chorus 
now being sung fey cringing capitalist 
editors la a score of statea. urged 
to the argument fey their dollar-lust- 
ing masters. 

Ths Ceaaars of American Industry 
have watched, with burning envy, 
the quick brutal work of the Penn- 
aylvaaia constabulary— and already, 
tho Cossack movement extend* 
from New York to California: aad 
la assay legislatures, the political 
•?ot!!shcrs of »>e »ms4over clasp are 
propvslng. creating ar.d urging the 
Immediate formation of a strike- 
crowhlag Coaaack ca/atry. 

fa this present struggle of th* 
workers agatast this strike-breaking 
Coaaack movement, we need, moat 
of all, ths workingmaa's gatllag gua. 
the prtotlag press. Aad wt* have It. 
TwrxWT* {9.,<8t«> tor the battle. 

We are armed. «*a, iboti-usTPt 
armed, for th* atruggle. by means of 
a small strong hook on thr mounted 
out* mllltla. a book so cheap that 
organised labor could place It In a 
million homes In co days aad wipe 
the Cossscks movemeat off th* map. 



HJNDRRD3 of thousands of civil service 
employes of the United Btetes govern- 
ment are being robbed of their political 
aad constitutions! rights during the present 
congressional campaign. This form of polit- 
ical slavery will continue unless the nation's 
workers raise such a storm of protest that It 
will fee completely abolished. 

These workers, men and women, chlfly In 
the postal service, are being denied the right 
to fight and work for their own Ideas, their 
hopea and their ambitions during the greet 
political struggle uow being waged throughout 
the nation. 

If theae workers do assert their manhood 
and w.omsnhcod. and war agalnat the capital- 
ist chains that bind them, they aro confronted 
not only with the prospect of losing their 
Jobs, but also with tho certainty that they will 
be sent to prison or subjected to a heavy line 
or both. 



Crushing Political Activity 

EVERY constitutional and political right 
worthy of the name waa trampled 
under foot by the United Statea gov- 
ernment when Its civil aervlce commission 
issued the order, forbidding government 
Job holders from engaging In political act- 
ivity aa follows: 

Candidacy for or aervlce aa delegate, 
alternate or proxy In any political conven- 
tion, or aa an officer or employe thereof; 
acting as officer of any political convention 
or caucua, addreaaing It, making motions, 
preparing or assisting In preparing resolu- 
tions, representing other persons, or taking 
any prominent part therein; aervlce on or 
for any political commutes or other similar 
organisation; serving aa officer of a polit- 
ical club, or bslng setlvs In Its organisa- 
tion; aervlce In preparing for, organizing, 
or conducting a political meeting or rally, 
addressing such a meeting, or taking any 
ether active part therein except as a spect- 
ator; giving public expreaalon to political 
views, engaging In political discussions or 
conferences while on duty or In public 
places, or canvassing a district or solicit- 
ing; pslltl*e4 support for any party, faction. 
eaMtfaJfc dr. a**»Mt*t ^flanelve eethtity 
at the poll at primary «r regular alcctlen*. 
eollcKlnp vote*, a**lstirtg voter* to mark 
ballots, or In getting out the voters on ras> 
latratlon and eleotion days, acting aa 
accredited checker, watcher, or challenger 
of any party or faction, assisting in count- 
ing the vote, or engaging In any other 
activity at the nelle except the marking 
and depositing of the employes own bal- 
lot; serving In any position of election of- 
ficer: publishing or being connected edit- 
orially, managerlally or financially with 
any political newspaper, and writing far 
publication or publishing any letter or art- 
icle, signed or unelgned. In favor of or 
agalnat any political party, candidate, 
faction, or meaaure; activity on campaigns 
concerning the reputation or suppression 
of the liquor traffic, candidacy for nom- 
ination or election to or holding local of- 
fice; distribution of csmpalgn literature, 
badges or buttons, or wearing auch badgea 
or buttona while on duty; the circulation 
but not the aignlng of political petitions 
(Including Intltative. referendum, recall, 
and nomination pettltlons); activity In 
woman's suffrage campaigns; and general 
political leadership or becoming prom- 
inently Idenfled with any political move- 
ment, party, or faction, or with the success 
or failure of any candidate fpr election to 
public office. 



The prison doors today yawn for the man 
or woman who holds a government Job under 
civil service and dares assert hia political 
rights. Thus pcMtlcsl liberty for these work- 
ers In this land L. nines a myth and a mock- 
ery. 

The blow was struck when the United 
States Civil Service Commission recently put 
up a b.-illlunt red and blue poster In cons- 
picuous places In all the federal buildings of 
the nat'on. Issuing a so called "WARNING 
AGAINST ACTIVITY IN POLITICS BY 
KEDKRAI. OFFICERS AND EMPLOYES." 

This "WARNINO" crucifies every political 
right except the single privilege of casting 
or.f a ballot if you are an employe of Uncle 
Sam you cannot work for your political be- 
liefs. 

This does not hurt the Republican. Dem-' 
ocratlc and Progressive Parties (tranced for 
the most part from Wall Street and net de- 
pending aa latcUigcnt rank aud file to do 
the!;- work. 

Clow at socialist Party 

It is a staggcrlns blow at the 8c iallst Party. 
It cuts ctf the growing number < f Socialists 
in the civil service of the I'nited States gov- 
ernment from becoming active in the Social- 
ist political campaign and in b-illdlng up the 
Socialist Party and the Socialist movement. 

The American Socialist believes that the 
best way, .o fight thla evil Is through publicity. 
Rn.d the* "Forms of Political Activity Forbid- 
de!\" p4 liihed in an adjolnning coljmu. aud 
ask youlielf. "How would I like to have my 
bOKs issue an order like that to me?" Yet that 
is what the United States government, which 
ought to be a model employer. U doing. 

Then read the protest of the Socialist Party 
Committee on Immediate Action which ^ounde 
tho key note of the fight agaln.it this per- 
nicious ruling of the civil service commission. 

'Dili commission declare that its list In- 
cludes only. '*Some of the forma of activity 
laid to ly> forbidden" In its Russfanizatlon 
of the civil service It adds the following warn- 
inc. "It is net to be assumed tiiat mt>«r rofrns 
of political activity are permlsstoie becsuse 
they are not mentioned." 

This declaration cannot help but intimidate 
the civil service employe, not ootf to forego 
all Interest in political matters bat to glva up 
his right «f truKhUens waU, 

H he teU«eaNfr *^tft!l*Torni ot per*SCta!»B Is 
to disfranchise, every man and woman employ- 
ed by the United Statea government. And 
this number Is gradually growing through the 
nationalization of additional public utilities 
and Industries, 

That there are no exceptions is shewn by 
the fact that the order also Includes. "Temp- 
or:«r; rmploycs, employes on leave ot absence 
with or without pay. and substitute clerks and 
carriers and other substitutes holding compet- 
itive positions are subject to the rule prohibit- 
ing iiolltlcal activity? Like restrlctiona are 
applied to unclasslfleld laborers." 

This Intimidation is made doubly effective 
by tho heavy penalty provided for any viola- 
tion of thia civil Bcrvice regulation. Read 
this: 

Her* Is Th* Penalty. 

"Whoever ahall violate any provision of the 
four preceding sections shall be fined not more 
thea five thousand dollars, or imprisonment 
not more than five thousand dollars, or fm- 
not morf than three years, or both." 

The four sections mentioned are those cover- 
ins (1) Political Activity. (2) Political 
Coercion. Political Assessments and (4) 

Political Influence. Affiliations and Recom- 
mendations." 

There Is no loop hole for an active worker 
to fight for his political beliefs. He is mussled 
completely. 

In addition the civil service "-mmlaalon haa 



developed a Ruaslan spy system to enforce '.la 
rulings. How do you 'like this: 

"It is desired to enforce strictly tho spirit 
aa well as the letter ot\ the laws, rslex. and 
regulationa concerning political activity and 
aasessments. The commisslou invlt.s any 
person having knowledge of viclations of any 
of the forgoing provisions to lay the facts be- 
fore it at *uce In order that action may be 
taken thereupon." 

This makes every Socialist in the civil 
service the target of those holding opposing 
political beliefs. It makes it almost impos- 
sible for a Socialist to hold his Job iu the 
employ of the United States government 

The American Socialist will wane an unti- 
ring campaign against this attempt to Rus- 
slanlsc- the civil Servian of the United States 
Government. Next week we will show you 
Just how thia whole system of political per- 
secution works out. 



Socialist Party Challenge

unanswered. Th* Committee on Immediate 
Action ha* lasued a stirring statement and 
appeal to the enlightened workers of the 
nstlon, calling upon them to proteat against 
thla monumental outrage, aa follows 
"A PROTEST AGAINST THE DISFRANCH- 
ISEMENT OP THE PUBLIC EMPLOYES. 
"To ths Socialists of America and the So- 
cialist and Labor Press: 

"Whereas, a recent order of the United 
States Civil Service Commission, entitled 
s "Warning agalnat Activity In Politics by 
Federal Officers and employee" haa been 
Issued, which, if carried out, will destroy 
the liberty and constitutional rlghta of 
hundreds of thousands of public employee 
In the poatal department and other gov- 
ernment departments, and 

"Whereas, the campaign for the complete 
suppression of the freedom wf speech =nd 
nctlen so far as political activities are 
eeneeened, ha* already begun In. at least 
ene'eass already brought to our attention, 
• member of the postal department haa been 

to'^shfd^fX *** 0 ° rV> ** oth * r * 
"Wheraas, thla policy If permitted to con- 
tinue, will reduce to a condition of abject 
alavery, ao far aa political rlghta are con- 
cerned, every public employe of the nation, 
and 

"Whereas, the Socialist psrty stands at 
all tlmea and in all placea for the full rlghta 
and prlvllegea of all public employes. In- 
cluding the right of exercising all political 
privilege*, and th* right of all public 
employe* to organic* and to preaent col- 
lectively their petitions and grievances, 

Therefore, be it 

Resolved, that ths Committee on Im- 
mediate Action hereby calla upon all mem- 
bers snd officials of the Socialist Party, 
national, state and local upon all socialist 
and labor papers .all labor organlxatlona 
and all friend* of liberty everywhere, to 
Join with u* In all poesible efforts to have 
thee* unwarranted and outrageous rulings 
rescinded, snd bs It further 

Resolved, that ws hereby call upon Con- 
grass and ths Preeldsnt of the United Statee 
to take such sctlon ss la necessary, In or- 
der to secure the rescinding of these or- 
der* and th* establishment of the full 
rlghta of sll government employees, includ- 
ing all the political rlghta and privilege* 
guaranteed te every American citizen, aa 
well aa the seclsl and Industrial right sf 
organisation, petition and appeal.

In its fight to submerge the dollar and 
raise humanity, The American Socialist 
forgot for the moment the bitter hostility 
that confronts every forward move the 
workinr class seeks to make. 

The "sub" blanks innocently Deannjr 
the union label (all Socialist 4?arty print- 
ing carries the union label), were inser- 
ted in this issue of The American Social- 
ist and sent to the Canal Street post of- 



fice in Chicago. There the entire issue was 
held up until all of the "sub blanks" had 
been taken out. That is why you didt.'t 
get your "sub" blank in your American 
Socialist lagt week and that is why your 
paper was late in reaching you. That is 
why you were robbed of this opportunity 
to help build up your press and aid in 
overthrowing a government that has the 
dollar mark as its label and scoffs at every 
human endeavor. 

Yet this is what every worker must ex- 
pect as long as the capitalist system lasts. 
Don't blame the post office officials. 
They are only doing their duty as ser- 
vants of the present democratic adminis- 
tration under the existing capitalist sys- 
tem.

the future as they capture the >.tates and 
tae nation. 



This war of the capitalistic eoverment 
under which we live against the union 
label but duplicates the war waged by 
capitalism's political puooets -cainst the 
United Mine Workers of America, for In- 
stance, in West Virginia and Colorado, 
when the miners' officials were indicted 
under the Sherman anti-truct law. 

The position taken was that the great 
organisations of men banded together in 
the miners' union fighting for human 
rights and human liberties, was no differ- 
ent than the great organization of dollars 
known as the Beef Trust, the Oil Trust or 
the Steel Trust, warring against all 
human rights and bleeding humanity 
white through exploitation.
